The prophet having, in the preceeding chapter, fore- 


told the deſtruction of the Aſſyrian power, and com- 


forted God's people with the hopes of deliverance 


from that formidable enemy, proceeds in this chapter 
to declare what things, ſtill greater, God would do 
for them, aud for his church and kingdom in the 
world, under the reign of the Meſſian. 


Tux chapter begins with a ſublime prediction of 


the righteous Branch that ſnould grow out of the root 
of Jeſſe ; a diſcription of his glorious character, qua- 
lifications and manner of government, with the bleſſed 
and peaceable fruits of it.
